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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hirayama et al. (US Patent No. 6,128,434). 

In considering claim 1, Hirayama teaches the concept of displaying a language 
selection menu (fig. 5A) and subsequently displaying other menus (fig 5B) in the 
selected language, and outputting audio in the selected language (see figs 3B, 4A-4C, 
5A-5B, 6; columns 8-10). It is noted that Hirayama does not explicitly teach "audio 
programs are broadcast on a receiver". However, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to do so in view of Hirayama's teaching 
at column 1 (lines 21-23), "Bilingual TV broadcasting systems have been developed, in 
which the user can select the desired language at his or her TV set". Thus, since 
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Hirayama's invention sought to overcome deficiencies with prior art systems, including 
broadcasting systems, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to apply 
Hirayama's teachings in a broadcasting system. 

In considering claim 2, the claimed step of saving the selection of the language to 
a memory is met by the disk 100 (col. 5, line 63 to col. 6, line 28). 

In considering claim 3, the claimed wherein closed captioning is displayed in the 
selected language is met by subsequently displaying other menus (fig 5B) in the 
selected language, and outputting audio in the selected language (see figs 3B, 4A-4C, 
5A-5B, 6; columns 8-10). 

In considering claim 4, the claimed wherein teletext is displayed in the selected 
language is met by subsequently displaying other menus (fig 5B) in the selected 
language, and outputting audio in the selected language (see figs 3B, 4A-4C, 5A-5B, 6; 
columns 8-10). 

In considering claim 5, the claimed wherein a remote control device and a 
microprocessor are used to select the language are met by the operator section 205 
and the system control section 204 (Fig. 1, col. 5, line 37 to col. 6, line 28 and col. 8, 
line 51 to col. 9, line 40). 

Claims 6-7 are rejected for the same reason as discussed in claims 1-2, 
respectively. 

In considering claim 8, the claimed wherein the single selection selects the 
language in which all selectable display and audio features of the digital receiver are 
displayed and broadcast even if certain ones of said display and audio features are not 
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selected by a user is met by displaying a language selection menu (fig. 5A) and 
subsequently displaying other menus (fig 5B) in the selected language, and outputting 
audio in the selected language (see figs 3B, 4A-4C, 5A-5B, 6; columns 8-10). 

Claim 9 is rejected for the same reason as discussed in claim 5. 

Claims 10-1 1 are rejected for the same reason as discussed in claims 3-4, 
respectively.
